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Will Inflation Benefit? | 


, One of the many results flowing out of the Great War was the develop- 
ment of a narrow nationalism which found expression in many ways and has 
had a profound effect upon not only national policies but in forms and 
méthods of government. Out of the Great War grew an economic warfare 
more intense than in the years that preceded that titanic struggle. That 
economic war led to the use of tariffs, quotas, and,other trade restrictions on 
& scale hitherto unknown, All nations, éhgaged in It, some reluctantly, but 
because they were forced into it by, the actions of other nations. 

As this economic warfare progressed it inevitably led, to still another 
war,—a war of exchange. The value of the currency of ohe nation rose or'fel) 
in relation to the value of the currencies of other nations, and as it rose or 
fell it directly affected the trade of the nations as well'as the whole financial 
structure of all, and the ability of one group of Heople to meet its obligations 
to another group. / 

From this it was but a short step to a third form of warfare, now being 
Waged,—a war of currencies. Some nations,—most of them,—abandoned the 
gold standard, but a few still adhere to it. Then began the struggle of the 
currencies. Abandoning the gold standard was a measure of {nflation. The 
next step was the more,or less gradual. reduction of the value of national 
currencies in terms of gold, the object being to raise prices which had fallen 
to a disastrously low ebb. In other words, policies of inflation were embarked 
upon. 
But always in war, no matter the nature of the struggle, one party or 
country always endeavors to outdo the other. It is so in physical warfare; it 
is true in any tariff war. It is equally true in a war of inflation. When one 
country embarks upon a policy of inflation, even though it be primarily as & 
matter of domestic concern alone, it immediately has repercussions in other 
countries. So when one country proceeds with a policy of inflation, and per- 
sists in it, sooner or later other) countries will follow suit, and, in following 
suit, will, of course, seek to go other countries “‘one better.” 

Whatever may be said in favor of a degree of inflation on the one hand, 
or deflation on the other, to meet changing economic conditions —and a 
country engaging in either the one policy or the other always proceeds on 
the assumption that great care will be exercised, and the policy fully con- 
trolled to prevent it getting out. of hand,—the net result invariably is that it 
does get out of control, and the final stage of affairs is made worse rather 
* _ than improved, and the process of financial recovery made more difficult and 

_ of longer duration, with losses made heavier. 

: A policy of inflation is being applied in the United States at the present 
time. As always, President Roosevelt is anxious to keep it within bounds, but 
there are great and powerful influences at work to carry it far beyond what 
the President desires and has in mind. Can the situation be controlled? When 
Congress re-assembles, indications are not lacking that great pressure will be 
applied to put the printing presses to work turning out billions of paper 
money, in addition to the present inflationary policy of decreasing the gold 

., value of the dollar. And Congress is still supreme in the United States. It 
conferred very extensive emergency powers upon the President, .giving him 
almost dictatorial powers. But it can withdraw those powers, or it can itself 
go'much farther than the President.and his advisers deem it wise to go. 

And Canada cannot be indifferent to or prove immune from the effects 
of United States policy, whatever it may be. Our trade and other relation- 

_ Ships are too closely interwoven,,and our financial undertakings, both public 
and private, so entwined that Canada will be directly affected. Whether we 

. like it or not, Canadian policy must, of necessity, be governed to some extent, 
* —possibly a large extent—by United States policy in this matter, 

Inflation and deflation, and their consequences, may be traced through- 
‘out the course of history, dating, back to the years B.C., and the lessons of 
history teach us that inflation appears to have generally, if indeed, not 
always, ended in disaster. There was at first always the intention of control, 
but the movement usually ended by breaking all bounds.

Chesterfield Inlet is within 
500 miles of the magnetic pole, and 
Coppermine is also within the Arctic 
circle, They, part of an interna- 
tiongl exploration party to which the 
United States, Great Britain, France 
and Denmark also contributed par- 
ties in different regions. They lived on 
canned foods and such meat as they 


could get by fishing or hunting. They 


had no fresh vegetables or fruit all 
that time. , 

What did they do? Studied water 
currents, frosts, ice, clouds, winds, air 
currents, temperatures, the sun and 
moon, magnetic influences, the aurora, 
and whatever else the Arctic has to 
offer. One man took 700 photographs 
of the aurora and 4,000 pictures of 
clouds, besides making charts daily 
znd weekly, all of which would be un- 
intelligible to the man in the street,

This losing of eyes is no new thing. 

ere is a Mr. Taylor in New Oxford 
Street, London, who is busy from one 
year's end to another making’ artifi- 
cial eyes. He comes of a family who 
have been engaged in this unusual oc- 
cupation Yor the’ past 150 years. 

So much art is brought into the 
mak: of artificial eyes nowadays 
that it is impossible to detect the 
imitation from the gefiuine article. 
The infatuated young man who war- 
bles “the lovelight iri your eyes” to 
his béloved might be correct only if 
he spoke of eyes in the singular, 

Film actresses and lesser celebrities 
move amongst us today with a glass 
eye posing as the real thing. What is 
more, they are getting away with it. 

The modern artificial eye is-so fixed 
to the eye socket that the eye moves 
from right to left, up and down just 
as does its real counterpart. 

A magnifying crystal, placed just 
over the eye, causes the pupil to di- 
late and contract in changing |'ght 
exactly like the real thing. 

People who wish to sleep wearing 
an artificial eye have to procure spe- 
cial eyes for the purpose. They are 
smaller than the daytime eyes. 


French Schools Must 
Now Teach Swimming 


No Teacher Not Knowing How Can 
Hold Position 

Before an instructor can teach 

mathematics and spelling he must 


know how to swim. That's the 
verdict today by Hippolyte Ducos, 
sports-minded under-secretary of 


state for national education. Ability 
to swim is going to be made part of 
the necessary qualifications to teach 
in French schools. 

Ducos points out that Fran:e has 
@n océan and a sea on two sides of 
it, and rivers criss-crossing it in every 
direction, yet few Frenchmen, com- 
paratively speaking, can stay in the 
water without sinking. Students must 
learn to swim as part of their course, 
he has opined, and for that thir 
teachers must set the good example. 

Ducos announced his decision a‘ter 
consulting prefectural gov-ruors, 
educational leaders and professors of 
physical training. He made a census 
of how many teachers in France can 
swim themselves. The census was not 
at all satisfactory. 

A diploma in swimming will be 
awarded by the nation as part of the 
movement, Ducos is going to ask par- 
liament to provide the meney for con- 
structing sports stadiums and swim- 
ming pools throughout the country.

Stated That Oxford Dictionary Has 
Added Some New Words And 
Phrases 

Recognized throughout the world 
as the outstanding authority on the 
English language, the Oxford Diction- 
ary has “gone Hollywood,” says a 
special cable to the New York Herald 
Tribune from London.

Telescope Built. From Junk 


Efficient Instrument Made By Farm| Presents A 


Boys Of Kansas 

Curiosity over what might be seen 
in the heavens has led Walter Dyck 
and his cousin, Paul Kuhiman, Kansas 
farm youths, to construct from an old 
assortment of discarded scraps, a 
telescope tarough which they may 
study the course of the stars. 

More than a year of patient labor 
was required before they had trans- 
formed the pieces of “junk” into an 
intricate and efficient instrument 
which will automatically remain 
focused on a star for several hours. 

Most of the parts of the instru- 
ment were picked up about their 
homes. A part of.an old stove forms 
the base, upon which ig fitted an up- 
right pillar made of an old can filled 
with concrete. A spring driven motor 
from an old phonograph keeps the 
tube revolving upon part of the rear 
axle assembly of an ancient flivver. 

So closely is the instrument syn- 
cronized with the movement of the 
earth that once focused the telescope 
will remain in focus for hours. 

The finished lens is seven and one- 
fourth inches\ in diameter. So nearly 
perfect a job did the boys do in grind- 
ing and surfacing it with silver that 
its light reflection is more than 90 
per cent.

Ancient Kettles Are Unearthed At 
Hudson Bay Junction 

.Two copper kettles of a type used 
centuries ago have been found on the 
farm of Robert McCormick near 
Hudson’ Bay Junction. Fires which 
burned off two to three feet of soll 
disclosed the ancient utensils to view. 
Tt is thought the kettles have been 
buried too long to have been the 
property of the earliest fur traders or 
explorers, and one theory suggested 
is that they Wwere left on or near the 
shore of the ancient Lake Agassiz. 
McCormick's ‘farm is within four 
miles of a shoreline of this prehistoric 
lake. 

The kettles are in a good state of 
preservation. They are being refur-

Paris Has Deep Well 


Sunk 2,850 Feet And Is Fed From 
Subterranean Water 

Paris is boasting that it has now 
the deepest well in the world. This 
new source of supply for the north- 
eastern corner of the city is sunk 2,- 
850 feet and will yield 1,600,000 gal- 
long a day. The well is fed from a 
sheet of subterranean water that ex- 
tends at a variable depth under the 
French capital. A writer in the Lon- 
don Spectator says that the water 
has its source in the Ardennes Moun- 
tains. The existence of this reservoir 
has long been known; a hundred 
years ago several localities availed 
themselves of it. 


Swedes Are Growing Taller 


Last Forty Years Shows Marked 
Increase In Height 

The Swedes have been growing tal- 
ler continuously for the past 40 years, 
according to statistics compiled by 
the central Bureau of Statistics in 
Stockholm. The statistics are based on 
the height of young men called in at 
the age of 21 for military service 
from all parts of Sweden. 

These figures show that the aver- 
age height of the Swede between 1887 
and 1931 has increased by nearly four 
centimeters (about 1% inches). This

Crank Letters . 
Are Numerous 


Prince Of Wales’ Mall Contains 
Many O44 Contributions 

Arionymous letters, arriving every 
hour of the day at St. James’ Palace, 
constitute the chief annoyance and 
nearest approach to danger Jurking 
in the never-empty mail bag of the 
Prince of Wales, 

A glimpse into the palace room 
where secretaries sort and open the 
royal cérrespondence revealed a num- 
ber of baskets spilling over with 
communications from all parts of the 
world. There were létters from 
cranks, millionaires, professional alms 
chasers, black potentates in Africa 
and even from cowboys west of the 
Rockies, 

Across the face of many envelopes 
was the hopeful scrawl; “Personal 
and private, Not to be opened by sec- 
retary.” Yet a rare few only. get by 
unopened, for the password is a se- 
cret mark known only to the prince's 
intimate friends. 

Among the strange contributions 
found in the prince's mail bag once 
every week until recently was a sor- 
did package containing an old news- 
paper, a piece of string and a few 
shreds of cheap tobacco. The con- 
tents never varied and never included 
@ message. The package was posted 
each time from one of the London 
suburbs. 

Equally mysterious is the missive 
which arrives reguarly every month. 
Addressed to the Prince of Wales, it 
has been posted each time since the 
armistice in 1918 from Hamburg. 

When the envelope is torn open 
there is no letter, but always a 100- 
mark note. The hand-addressed en- 
velope is a man’s writing and gives 
evidence of German nationality. The 
money is automatically paid into one 
of the charitable funds in which the 
prince is interested. 

Every day since 1932 comes a letter 
containing a scriptural text, generally 
copied fro mthe Book of Revelaticns. 
The letters are postmarked Glasgow, 
Dut all attempts to trace the sender 
have failed. 

The inventor in need of a few 
pounds, the discoverer of a plot to 
overthrow the throne or assassinate 
the prince and even the queer felllow 
who will prove that Bacon was 
Shakespeare—they all send letters by 
the score and keep the palace waste 
basket filled. 

For. the rest there is the usual daily 
pile of letters from institutions mak- 
ing demands upon the prince’s time 
and begging him to attend some pub- 
lic or private function. The deserving 
causes get a sympathetic ear and are 
taken under consideration, The ac- 
cepted causes and events are then 
carefully marked down in the prince's 
appointment calendar.
